WASHINGTON, July 16 —Senator Har- 
ris, chairman of the senate committee 
to investigate recent bond issues, says 
he has not yet determined whether the 
committee will wait until Jail before 
going on with its investigation, or will 
complete the work, frame the report 
and make it public this summer. 
The 
last meeting adjourned, subject to the 
call of the chairman, and the present

PROPOSED PLATFORM. 


California Populists 
Prepare 
One for the Party. 


It Couteinplates the AboIiKhment of 
National Banks and the Free 
Coinai^e of Gold and Silver. 


SAK FRANCI9C0, Cal., July 1 6 . — E . 
W . 
Warden, chairman of the populist state 
central committee of California, and J . 
Taylor Rogers, Mayor Sutro's secretary^ 
have prepared a platform, which it is 
proposed to present to the natipnal 
populist convention to be held in St. 
Louis next week. 
The financial pl^nk 
is as follows: 


We 
demand a national 
money, 
issued directly by the general govern- 
ment only, as a full legal tender for all 
debts ^nd issued without the agency of 
any private corporation or bank, and in 
circulating volume subject to law and 
responsive to our needs, and speedily 
to be increased to |50 per capita of the 
entire people. 


Such money shall consist of gold, 
silver and paper, each dollar thereof 
endowed with the sams function im- 
parted solely from the stamp thereon, 
and not dependent for its money value 
upon the price of the material 
used. 
Each dollar shall be interchangeable 
with, but not redeemable in the other, 
and shall be denominated respectfully 
gold, silver or paper money—all na- 
tional debts being payable in either, at 
the option of the government. 


"As the United States is a free and 
powerful nation and the 
financial 
and 
industrial liberty of its citizens should 
be independent of the action of 
any 
other government, we demand the free 
and unlimited coinage of gold 
and 
silver by the United States at 
their 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without 
reference to the course of any 
foreign 
nation. 


'We demand that all national banks 
be abolished and in lieu of them 
that 
the government establish a postal bank 
in each city, town and village in 
the 
United States containing a population 
of 1.000 or more." 


The platform also declares for the 
recognition of Cuba and against 
the 
refunding of the Pacific railroad debts.

CLEVELAND, July 
16. — The 
scene 
around the Brown Hoisting and Con- 
veying works this morning was a decid- 
edly martial one. 
Companies F, L and 
I, of theFifth regiment, were encamped 
near the works, and the blue coated 
sentries paced back and forth on beats 
which extended in every direction. 
The strikers and 
their sympathizers 
collected in crowds and jeered the 
soldiers from a safe distance, but any 
attempt on the part of the men to ap- 
proach near the works was promptly 
met by pointed bayonets. 


Later a mob of several thousand coa- 
gregated in Hamilton street, a short 
distance from the works, and 
un- 
mercifully jeered the soldiers 
It was 
dispersed by the police without anv 
one being injured. 
The motormen on 
the Cleveland City Railway 
company, 
whose street line runs near the Brown 
works, re'used to carry non union men 
this morniog. 
One motorman left his 
car when a policeman attempted 
to 
put a non-union man aboard and 
told 
the patrolman to run the car 
himself. 
The policeman and his man left 
the 
car and walked to the works 
The 
attitude of the strikers 
and 
their 
sympathizers is one o? extreme bitter- 
ness and the authorities express much 
anxiety over 
the 
situation, and it 
is conceded that there is no telling 
what a minute may bring forth.

LOUIS, July 16 —It was scarcely 
sunup today when the Honorable Wil- 
liam J . Brynn, the democratic presi- 
dential nominee, accompanied by his 
wife and three children, left Salem, 
111, for Lincoln, Neb , Mr. Bryan's pres- 
ent home. 
There were leas than a 
score of people at the depot to bid the 
distinguiiihed party good bye. 
At each 
of the stations where the train stopped 
Mr. Bryau gol off aud shook hands 
with the citizens who had come 
to 
catch a glimpse of the free silver candi- 
date. 
Mr. Bryan made no 
speeches. 
The number of people at the stations 
variad in number from a dozen to three 
score, and at several places flags were 
brought out and waved in his honor. 


There was an exception at East St. 
Louis, for when the 
train 
stopped 
there, about 8 o'clock, there was about 
200 railway employes on the platform 
who shouted and scrambled to get near 
him. 
Each one seemed determined to 
shake the hand of the nominee. 
Then 
there were cries for a speech. 
In re 
sponse he said: 


' People have a curiosity to see the 
nomioee for the presidency and shake 
him by the hand 
I have been there 
myself and crowded around a train to 
shake hands with the nominee, even if 
I did not vote for him. 
I don't know 
whether here it is all curiosity or not. 
You can't tell much about a man by 
looking at him. 
I think it is far better 
to take the platform and study it and 
decide whether you like it, and I can 
say to you that Mr. Sewall and myself 
stand on that platform, and if we are 
elected we will carry it out to the letter. 
It presents policies which aie 
import- 
ant, and will be good for the masses of 
the people. 
We oelieve when prosper- 
ity is brought to the producing classes 
of this country it will find its way to 
the other classes. 
There is no legisla- 
tion which is good if it does not reach 
the masses. 
Prince Bismarck, in a 
speech made to the farmers a little over 
a y ^ r ago, said that the farmers must 
stand together and protect themselves 
from the drones of society, which pro- 
duce nothing but laws 
Toe producers 
of the country are just as p u c h entitled 
to the fruits of industry and to consid- 
eration as those who consume 
the 
things produced " 


The train only stopped three minutes 
and Mr. Bryan's speech was necessarily 
short. 
There was i,loud cheering and 
waving of hats when he 
finished 
and 
the train pulled out for St. Louis. 


A half hour later, the train arrived at 
the union station in this city, where 
several thousand people had gathered 
to catch a gliaapse or shake the hand 
Oi the now famous apostle of silver and 
the presidential nominee of a great 
party. 
A most enthusiastic 
greeting 
was given the distinguished gentleman 
as he stepped from the train and as 
he and his family moved across the 
midway of the station to the din- 
ing room 
where a hasty 
breakfast 
was to be taken, cheer after cheer 
was given by the 
great 
crowd and 
repeated cries were made for a speech. 
Finally, Mr. Bryan yielded to the 
wishes of the throng and mounting a 
chair which was ready at hand, he 
spoke a few words. 


The party then went to breakfast, 
thence to the Missouri Pacific train, 
and at 9 o'clock 
departed for Kainsas 
City. 


At 
Vanderventer station, in 
the 
western part of the city, Hon. Richard 
P. Bland boarded the train and will 
accompany the party as far as Jefier- 
son City. 


PREPARING FUR A BIG TIME. 


LINCOLN, Neb., July 
16.—Plans for 
the reception Friday night of Wm. J . 
Bryan are maturing rapidly. 
It is now 
more fully realized 
lhat 
there 
is 
destined to be an immense throng in 
Lincoln on that date and the prospects 
are bright for a demonstration of mam- 
moth proportions. 
Thousands of let- 
ters are at the postoffice awaiting the 
arrival of Mr.. Bryan. 
There is also a 
rabbit's foot attached to a postal card. 
Within a radius of 100 miles of Lincoln 
tickets will be sold Friday, July 17, 
with the return limit Saturday, July 18 
Bevond this limit tickets will be sold 
today and 
Friday, with return limits 
Saturday. 
The 
Burlington, 
Rock 
Island and Elkhorn roads expect to do 
a large business from Omaha, 
trains 
being run to suit everybody almost 
every hour. 


Twenty-tive diflerent 
bands 
have 
been heard from, all of which will take 
part in the demonstratioa. 


The Bryan enthusiasm has apparent- 
ly obscured the fact that another dis- 
tinguished citizen of Nebraska 
has 
been similarly honored. 
Rev. Charles 
E, Bentley, the presidential 
nominee 
of the new national party, which 
first 
flung its banner to the breeze at Pitts- 
burg, resides with his family in a 
modest house at the northeast 
corner 
of Twenty-eiiihth a n i M streets. When 
informed this morning that a report 
has been sent out from Ohio to the 
effect that the executive committee of 
the national party had come out flat- 
footed against Mr. Bryan, Mr. Bentley 
said: 


' I hardly understand the tenor of 
such a report. 
The national party is 
out Hatfooted against all candidates 
except 
its own, and is certainly not 
opposed to Mr. Bryan any more 
than 
to Mr. McEinley. 
1 a iaot, the na- 
tional paity is more in faror of the 
Chicago platform than the St 
Louis 


platform. 
We are unalterably opposed 
to the gold standard, but our 
financial 
plank does not go to the 
length 
breadth 
and 
scope of the 
demo- 
cratic 
declaration. 
Here 
is 
what 
the national party says on the money 
question: 
'All money should be issued 
by the general goverrment oniy, and 
without the intervention of any private 
citizen, corporation or banking institu 
tion. 
It should be based upon the 
wealth, stability and integrity of 
the 
nation. It should be a full legal tender 
for all debts, public and private, and 
should be of sufficient volume to meet 
the demands of the legitimate business 
interests of the country. 
For the pur- 
pose of honestly liquidating our out 
standing coin obligations we favor the 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
the ratio of 16 to I, without consulting 
any other nation.' 


"Anyone can readily interpret 
this 
declaration because it means 
exactly 
what it says and is so plain that he that 
runs may read." 


"After yourself, whom does the na- 
tional party favor for president? ' 


"If the national party had no other 
distinctive principle except free silver 
we would go over to Bryan bag and 
baggage," promptly 
responded 
Mr. 
Bentley, "but we have been contending 
for other principles for years as prohi- 
bitionists, chief of which are prohibi- 
tion and woman suffrage." 


' Who do you think will be elected 
president. Mr. 
Bentley?" 
asked the 
reporter. 


' I will answer your question by sim- 
ply saying that if all the anti-monopoly 
element, mind you, I do not fay free 
silver, can be united, I do not think it 
will be very difficult to defeat Mc- 
K-iltley. 
At present, however, this is 
rather doubtful," answered Mr. Bentley 
guardedly. 


"Who do you think 
will carry Ne- 
braska?" 


"That is a matter upon which I 
do 
not care to say anything," responded 
the reverend gentleman, with a twinkle 
in his eye, and the interview came to 
an end. 


Rev. Mr. Bentley will participate in 
the Bryan reception 
Friday 
evening 
and on Saturday afternoon leaves for 
St. Louis, where he goes to confer with 
a number of party leaders. 
From St. 
Louis he goes to Columbus, Ohio, to 
attend the national party state conven- 
tion, which meets there next Wednes- 
day. 
Rev. 
Mr. Bentley intends 
to 
take the stump during the campaign 
and will make speeches in many parts 
of this country.

others attempted to arrest White, when 
he shot and instantly killed Fields.

Are Very Exciting at Aurora and 
Saginaw. 


HiewburKer Has an Easy Bace—IWins 
Straight. Heats and Could Have 
Distanced His Field. 


DENVER, Col, July 16—Advices re- 
ceived here by the populist leaders in- 
dicate that there will be many difficult- 
ies to overcome in the populist conven- 
tion before the endorsement of Mr. 
Bryan for president can be secured. 
The main difficulty, it appears, from 
these 
advices, 
will 
be found 
in 
securing the co-operation of the south- 
ern populists in this movement 
Many 
northern members of tho party are also 
raising objections. 
There is especial 
apprehension as to the couree of Sena- 
tor Butler, of North Carolina, and of 
ex-Representative Watson, of 
Geor- 
gia, 
who, 
with 
others 
of 
the 
southern populist leaders will, it is 
feared, hold out stiffly for the adopti<m 
of a straight populist platform and the 
nomination 
of 
another 
candidate 
other 
than 
Mr. 
Bryan. 
The objec- 
tion to the southern men is directed 
more to affiliation with the democratic 
party 
than 
to 
the 
candidates 
The trouble with them apparently is 
that all their contests as a party in the 
south have been with the democratic 
party, and they -fiad it difficult to 
reconcile themselves to that party even 
though there are many things in the 
democratic platform and in Mr. Bryan's 
record which they approve. 


REMARKABLE CAMPAIGN AHEAD. 
Unusually Large Number of Political 
Party Clubs Will Be Formed. 


WASHINGTON. D . C., July 16 —The in- 
dications are that the coming campaign 
will be one of the greatest "club" cam- 
paigns in the history of politics in 
America. 
This, at least, is the opinion 
of the officers of the National Associa- 
tion of Democratic Clubs. This associa- 
tion received yesterday sixty applica- 
tions for new clubs, and today there 
were many additional 
requests 
(or 
charters from all parts of the country. 
"I 
believe." said 
Lawrence 
Gardner, 
secretary of the association, today,"that 
more political clubs will be formt d and 
working during the coming campaign 
than at any similar time in the past 
I have never be'ore known so much in 
terest to ba manifested in the formation 
of clubs "

H E 
a n n o u n c e - 
ment that Dr. Sch- 
weninger, 
Prince 
Bismarck's favorite 
physician, 
h a s 
given Franz 
yon 
Lenbach,

Bismarck's favorite 
painter, 
cause for 
d i v o r c e 
directs 
p u b l i c 
attention 
afresh to 
Schwen- 
inger's unsavoi-y career. 
A more gen- 
e^rally offensive and blatant man than 
Schweninger probably does not live in 
Germany. 
He was found guilty, long 
before Bismarck knew 
him, 
of an 
atrocious act in a public pla'ce. 
His 
offence was against the widow of his 
best friend; and it was committed at 
the grave to which she had gone with 
flowers. 
His character, as well as his 
reputation, was therefore a matter of 
record when Bismarck went to him to 
have his increasing 
weight 
reduced. 
Schweninger 
reduced it. 
Just 
how 
Schweninger induced Bismarok to for- 
get the past has not been made public; 
at all events, he did wheedle him into 
forgetting or forgiving 
it and 
into 
making him; the 
despised 
and 
re- 
proached Schweninger, a regular pro- 
fessor in Berlin University. 


The announcement of Schweninger's 
appointment 
was 
the signal 
for 
a 
fierce onslaught by the faculty and the 
Berlin press on both Bismarck and his 
protege. 
The 
professors 
protested 
against being forced to associate with 
a 
man 
of 
Schweninger's 
character, 
They interested 
Parliament In 
their 
case against the intruder. 
The Prus- 
sian Minister of Public Insitruction was 
asked in Parliament to explain how a 
man, convicted of an atrocious act in 
a public place, as 
Schweninger 
had 
been, could be honoréd with a place 
among thé honorable men of the Ber- 
lin faculty; also, how it was possible 
that a man of such character could be 
elevated to a place of influence over the 
German youth. 


A person reading, 
eveo today, 
the 
parliamentary record of t^ls interpel- 
lation and the answer. Is impressed 
with the apologetic 
humility, 
almost 
shame, which waa evident in Herr von 
Gossler's explanation. 
It was all true 
he said. Schweninger had done the dis- 
graceful thing charged; the record of 
his disgrace was to be found in Mu- 
nich's criminal court; but he had re- 
deemed himself by curing Bismarck ôf 
.fatness. For this great servicè his other 
shortcomings should be oyerlooked. 


So Schweninger's , appointment 
was 
maintained, despite the outcry of pro- 
fessors, editors and deputfbs, and he 
was forced upon the Berlin faculty to 
be the associate of men like Mommsen 
and 
HelmholtZ) and 
Treitschke 
and 
Scmoller. 
It is doubtful if Schwen- 
inger ever got any satisfaction out of 
the storming and capture of the pro- 
fessor's chair. 
He was in the faculty 
to be sure, and Bismarck stood behind 
him to prevent his being pushed out, 
yet the 
faculty did 
not turn 
out 
to 
be 
all Schweninger had 
hoped 
to 
find 
it. 
Whichever 
way 
he 
turned 
he 
faced 
a 
social 
boy- 
cott. He called on professor after pro- 
fessor, as is customary with a new 
member of a German university fac- 
ulty, and was received by each with 
the coldest courtesy. 
His inquiry at 
each house for the women—^the pro- 
fessor's wife' and daughters—wa^ an- 
swered in every case with the stony, 
unadorned insult: 
"They are well, but 
beg to be- excused." 


Under these circumstances even the 
brazen face of Schweninger was down- 
cast. 
It is not known that he ever 
essayed another round of calls. 
It is 


DR. SCHWENINGER, 
certain that he never achieved even the 
most modest social success in the uni- 
versity circle. 
He held fast to Bis- 
marck, however, and Bismarck was not 
squeamish about holding fast to him. 
Since the Prince's retirement from the 
Radziwill 
palace 
to 
Friedrichsruh, 
Schweninger has been with him most 
of the time. 
He has watched the old 
Chancellor faithfully, and probably but 
for his painstaking and ceaseless care 
Bismarck would have 
succumbed 
ere 
this to any one of; three or four dis- 
eases that have plagued him. But while 
conspicuous for his gratitude to his one 
powerful friend, Schweninger has not 
ceased to distinguish himself for vul- 
garity 
and impudence. 
Some 
three 
years ago, when Bismarck was ailing 
seriously, Schweninger refused to an- 
swer Emperor William's despatches of 
inquiry as to the Prince's condition, 
finally announcing in a newspaper in- 
terview that he was no lackey or gov- 
ernment official to be sending reports 
to Berlin. Later, when Bismarck made 
his celebrated reconciliation 
visit iu 
Berlin, Schweninger cavorted about in 
print and out in a most preposterous 
fashion. 
He told the newspapers or 
people who tell the newspapers that 
the Emperor had insulted him by hav- 
ing only an ordinary cab at the station 
to convey him, the only Schweninger, 
to the castle, and by allowing the court 
marshal or chamberlain to assign him 
to a second or third-story room when 
he should have been on the ground 
floor right next to the Prince himself. 


This seemed really to be one of the 
keen sorrows 
of Schweningrer's 
later 
days—that anybody 
could 
ignore 
so 
completely liis great reputation, dig- 
nity, and deserts as to put him in a 
cub and a bedroom off the ground floor. 


The case 
of 
Franz 
von 
Lenbach 
against 
Schweninger 
seems all 
the 
more 
discredit;'ble 
since 
Lenbach 
has 
been 
at 
Friedrichsruh 
repeat- 
edly, 
painting 
Bismarck 
pictures, 
and usually has been counted a mem- 
ber of that curious family circle, in 
which the Prince has held his little 
CDurt pinco his fall.

A STRANGLER ABROAD 


SIMILARITY 
IN 
METHODS 
OF 
RECENT GIRL MURDERS. 


YOUNG MAN OF NKAT APPEAK- 
ANCE MAY BE BESPONSIBI..E. 


Tlio StrancKnc of 
Alary Cnnnlneham 
Has Aronaed tli® IJetectlvOB of tho 
Country to Action—Som® of the Crimea 
of the Fiend Kecalled.

HE murder of Mary 
Cunningham, 
who 
was found stran- 
gled in her moth- 
er's home In New 
York some weeks 
ago, has taken its 
place 
among 
the 
foul crimes of the 
past, and, accord- 
ing to the proba- 
bilities of 
human 
mystery will 
never 
be 
events, 
solved. 


It is a sad list, this category of dark 
deeds and fiendish crimes, whose per- 
petrators have gone unpunished, and it 
offers endless food for serious reflec- 
tion. As you glance over the series of 
unsolved crimes which extends back 
for a period of two years and culmi- 
nates in the death of Mary Cunning- 
ham, you find there deeds of various 
degrees of horror, ranging from burg- 
lary and theft to bloody murder and 
arson and spreading over the land from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 


Upon more careful scrutiny, however, 
it Is found that a few of these myste- 
rious crimes possess certain attributes 
in common. 
The longer you look at 
them the more startling this resem- 
blance becomes, until almost 
uncon- 
sciously you find that a 
number 
of 
these crimes have 
assumed 
striking 
prominence before your eyes and stand 
out boldly among the rest. 


These crimes resemble one another 
most forcibly in this respect—the vic- 
tim of each was a woman who 
had 
-been strangled to death. And as j^ou 
contemplate the grewsome array 
the 
conviction forces itself upon you that 
the murder of the Cunningham girl 
was but a last link In a chain of 
similar crimes indissolubly 
connected 
one with the other by thè same de- 
tails, the same methods, the same ap- 
parent lack of motive and, with but 
few exceptions, the character of the 
Victim. 
Were all these crimes perpe- 
trated by the same hand? 


Minnie Weldt, strangled in Now 
York, May 30, 1894. 
Josie 
Bennett, 
strangled in Buffalo,June 30,1894. Mary 
Eckhart, strangled in Cincinnati, July 
25, 1894. 
Lena Tupper, strangled 
in 
Denver, September 27, 1894. 
Marie 
Contassolt, strangled in Denver, Octo- 
ber 28, 1894. Kiku Oyama, strangled in 
Denver, November 13, 1894. 
Jessie 
Williams, stranrled in San Francisco, 
December 22, 1895. Marie McDermot, 
strangled in San Francisco, February 
24, 1896. Bertha Paradis, strangled in 
San Francisco, March 10, 1896. 
> These have since been suppiemented 
by the strangling of a woman in Bos- 
ton and the death of Mary Cunnlpgham 
in New York. The list, as you see, is 
well rounded; the first crime was com- 
mitted on Decoration day. 1894, the last 
on Decoration day, 1896. 
When will 
the next take place? 


The murder which heads the 
list 
was committed in a bedroom of the flat 
on the second floor of No. 324 East 
Sixty-first street. New York. The apart- 
ment was occupied by twa young wom- 
en named Minnie Weldt and 
Hella 
Kahleit. 
They were women who had 
reformed and had determined to lead 
a better life. Hella's reformation was 
complete and lasting, bUt the 
other 
girl soon grew weary oÌ washing and 
scrubbing, and slowly fell back into 


J her former life. Advertisements 
dis- 
tributed 
through 
the 
newspapers 
brought her occasional visitors, whose 
comings and goings soon ceased to be 
a matter of comment among the neigh- 
bors. On the morning of 
Decoration 
day, two years ago, Hella went to work 
as usual. A Mrs. Boes, who lived on 
the same floor with the young woman, 
saw a young man, fair, clean-shaven 
and well-dressed, 
standing 
at 
their 
door. 
Presenti^ the door was opened

by Minnie and the young man entered 
the room. 
Half an hour later 
Mrs. 
Boes saw him come out of the room. 
There had been no noise, no unusual 
sound, no loud talking. 
As the young 
man passed Mrs. Boes, he was 
smil- 
ing—a sinister, horrible smile. 


When Hella came home in the even- 
ing she found her room-mate lying un- 
covered on the floor of the bedroom, 
dead. Around her neck a white hand- 
kerchief—one of her own—had 
been 
carefully tied in a double knot so tighc- 
ly that it was almost burled in 
the 
flesh. 
She had died of strangulation. 
After the usual amount of 
sensation 
and excitement the crime wag forgotten 
and today the murderer probably holds 
up his head among men. 


In Buffalo, lived a woman 
named 
Josie Bennett. 
She was young, 
and 
rather pretty. She lived in a furnish- 
ed room house, at No. 226 Elliott street. 
At 1 o'clock on the morning of June 20 
of that same year she waa seen to enter 
this house with a smooth-shaven, well- 
dressed young man. So neat in fact, 
was his appearance that those who saw 
the couple were impressed by the ap- 
parent difference in their condition. A 
hack driver, who frequently visited the 
woman, called there half an hour later, 
but hearing a man's voice, went away, 
and'did not return until 9 o'clock in the 
morning. Then he found her dead. 


The room seemed empty at first, but 
seeing part of a skirt peering 
forth 
from under the bed, he stooped 
and 
found the body. The woman was com- 
pletely dressed. 
Her gown was open 
at the neck and a pillow case, tightly 
knotted, was bound around her throat 
There were no marks of violence upon 
her, and no signs of a struggle. 
No 
trace of the young man who had been 
seen with her was ever found. 


The next crime occurred less than 
month later. 
On July 25, this myste 
rious criminal strangled a woman in 
Cincinnati. She lived alone in a small 
room at No. 202 Walnut treet. 
Early 
on the morning of .July 25 she was seen 
to go into this room with a young 
man, ivho, in a vague way, answered 
the description of the suspect 
in 
th« 


otner two cases, 
in« next momins. 
she was found dead, without a sign of 
struggle. 
The strangler, who was 
evidently a man of great strength, had 
calmly choked her with his Angers un- 
til she was unconscious and then had 
knotted a towel around her neck so 
tightly that she soon was dead. 


At Denver, there lived 
a 
French 
woman, by name of Lena Tupper, who 
had come to this country from Paris 
with a man called Richard de Maudy. 
And there is no living being but one 
that knows who entered the house of 
Lena Tupper on the night of Septem- 


JOSIB BENNETT, 
ber 26. 
A neighbor passing the house 
at 1 o'clock in the morning, noticed that 
the lights were out. Early in the morn- 
ing of September 27, DeMaudy found 
the woman dead. The body lay upon 
the bed, with the upturned face and 
bosom covered with bruises. When at 
last the woman 
became 
unconscious 
the strangler searched through the 
drawers of her bureau until he found 
an old cloth which he twisted into a 
rope and tied with deathly tightness 
around her neck. Whether he remain- 
ed to listen to her expiring heart beats, 
or to watch the transition from 
un- 
confciotisness to 
death, 
was 
never 
known. 


The next victim was Marie Contas- 
solt, a woman of the same stamp. She 
was last seen alive at 1:30 a. m. on Oc- 
tober 28. When they nest saw her, she 
was ^ lying on her bed, in her 
night 
g o ^ , with a pillow over her face. Upon 
removing the pillow, it was seen 'that 
the woman had been strolled, first by 
a man's fingers, and then] by a small 
cord, tightly tied around h(^r neck. She 
had been a woman of slight physique, 
and the strahgler had had/no difficulty 
in silencing her, for thJere was not 
the slightest sign of a strjuggle. Many 
arrests were made, but mo 
evidence 
could be found aganist 8xi|y of the pris- 
oners. 
The wretched denizens of the 
street were almost paraljjzed with ter- 
ror. They could not fly, for they had 
no other home. Dumbly, they waited, 
wondering who the next victim would 
be. They had not long to wait. 
Six- 
teen days later, at 2 o'clock 
in the 
morning, Kiku Oyama, a young Jap- 
anese girl who had comei to 
Denver 
from the World'i^ fair, wasifoMnd stran- 
gled in her room, at No. 19(67 Market 
street. S^e too, had strugglied in the 
murderer's grasp and had compelled 
him to exert all his force. 
He 
had 
found it necessary to encircle her throat, 
with both his hands and pnese 
her 
head against the edge of the bed with 
such force as to make a deep bruise 
in the center of her forehead. 
When 
she became unconscious, 
he took 
a 
Turkish towel and twined it tightly 
around her neck. 


For several months after that every 
house on Market street was carefully 
watched, and every man who came and 
went was under the surveillance of the 
police. But there was no longer need 
of his zeal. 
The strangler had left 
Denver, For nearly a year, he remain- 
ed quiet. The theory has been advanc- 
ed that this man belonged to the crim- 
inal class, and that his mopiths of quiet" 
ness were spent in prison for other 
offenses. In December of 1895, be turn- 
ed up in San Francisco, where, on the 
22d, he strangled Jessie Williams. This 
murder and the two that followed It 
within three months are still fijiesh in 
the minds of all newspaper 
traders, 
and it Is unnecessary to go Into, the de- 
tails. 
Nor is It necessary to do more 
than refer to the strangling of Mary 
Cunningham and the Boston woman, 
both of them crimes without motive 
and similar, in almost every «detail, to 
those described above. 
Enonugh 
has 
been "shown to demonstrate fthe 
fact 
that all these crimes have' sufHcient 
points in common to afford ground for 
the conclusion that they are. the work 
of the same hand. 
' 


Whether the strangler who Is still at 
large, is a madman, irrespqinsible for 
his outbursts of Insanity, or rwhether he 
belongs to that class of parverts th-it 
find delight in the shedding'of innocent 
blood, no one can say. He is a danger- 
ous man, and it Is devoutly to be hoped 
that he will never be hearid. of aealn.

AID FOB THE MINERS. 


Representatives of th« Striking 
Miners Arrive in the City. 


Tbey Are Soliciting Alcl—A Meeting of 
the Trades aud I<abor Council 
Called to Hear Tlicm. 


STATE NEWS. 


It is quite probable that Rev. R. T. 
H. Dorn, the pastor of the German 
Lutheran church at Peoria, 
111 , will 
accept the call extended him some 
time ago to become the pastor of the 
St Paul German Lutheran church of 
this city. The matter of his accept- 
ance of the charge here will be pre- 
sented to his congregation next Sun- 
day and it will then be known whether 
he comes to Fort Wayne 


J. J. Todd, quartermaster of the 
Fourth regiment, T N. G., has tendered 
Lis resignation to Adjutant General 
Robbins, and it will be accepted. Mr. 
Todd has served the state as quarter- 
master for six years, was always popu- 
lar with the boys when in camp and 
his resignation will be regretted. Sick- 
ness is given as the cause of the act. 
The vacancy will probably be filled by 
Ransom Allen, Quartermaster Todd's 
assistant.

Every reader of THE SENTINEL is more 
or lees familiar with the struggle that 
has been going on between the miners 
and mine owners of Indiana. 
The 
mine owners of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania advanced wages from nine to 
fifteen cents per ton, but instead of lan 
advance in Indiana, the miners here 
were met with a reduction of 8 per 
cent. Since May Ist the miners have 
been idle, reEisting what they sincerely 
think is an unjust and uncalled for 
reduction. The miners are holding up 
with heroic courage, for they are penni- 
less, the low wages and slack work of 
the past two years giving them no 
opportunity to prepare for trouble, and 
their employers are patiently awaiting 
the day when starvation will compel 
tbem to surrender. 


It is for the purpose of presenting 
these facts to the laboring men that 
John Gore and Alfred Watkins, of 
Rosedale, Paike county, are in the 
city; and they will solicit aid for the 
suffering strikers. 
These gentlemen 
bear credentials from President W. G 
Knight and Secretary J. A. Kennedy, 
of the Union Mine Workers of America 
President Koch and Secretary Hench, 
of the Trades and I/abor council, have 
called a special meeting of that organi- 
zation for tomorrow evening, at Sons of 
Freedom hall, to hear Messrs. Gore and 
Watkins on the matter and take such 
steps as are deemed advisable. 


The impression seems to be general 
throughout the country that miners, as 
a class, earn good wages and receive 
steady work. If this were the case 
they would not now be compelled to 
appeal for aid. The truth is, the Indiana 
mineri} for the past tvro years have 
worked on an average of 180 days per 
year; their gross earnings have been 
about 1275 per year, and their expenses 
about as follows: 
House rent, $60; 
powder, |36; oil, $12; tools and black- 
smithing, $12; total expenses, $120; 
net earnings, about $155, besides in 
msst cases the miner is expected to 
trade his wages out in a company 
store, where prices are at least 23 p it 
cent, higher than in other stores. If he 
does not do this he is generally given 
a polite hint to seek work elsewhere.

SAH FEASCISCO, Cal., July 16.—B. W. 


Wardell, chairman of the populist state 
central committee of California, and J. 
Taylor Rogero. Mayor Sutro's secretaryi 
have prepared a platform, which it is 
proposed to present to the national 
populist convention to be held in St. 
Louis next week. Tho financial plank 
is as follows: 


"We 
demand a national money, 


issued directly by the general govern- 
ment only, as a lull legal tender for all 
debts and issued without the agency of 
any private corporation or bank, and in 
circulating volume subject to law and 
responsive to our needs, and speedily 
to be increased to $50 per capita of the 
entire people. 


"Such money shall consist of gold, 


silver and paper, each dollar thereof 
endowed with tho Earns function im- 
parted solely from the stamp thereon, 
and not dependent for its money value 
upon the price of the material used. 
Each dollar shall be interchangeable 
with, but not redeemable in the other, 
and shall he denominated respectfully 
gold, silver or paper money—all na- 
tional debts being payable in either, at 
the option of the government. 


"As tho United States is a free and 


powerful nation and the financial and 
industrial liberty of its citizens should 
be independent of the action of any 
other government, we demand the free 
and unlimited coinage of gold and 
silver by the United States at their 
present legal ratio of 16 to 1, without 
reference to the course of any foreign 
nation. 


"We demand that all national banks 


be abolished and in lieu of them that 
tho government establish a postal bank 
in each city, town and village in the 
United States containing a population 
of 1.000 or more." 


The platform also declares for the 


recognition of Cuba and against the 
refunding of the Pacific railroad debts. 


A MARTIAL SCENE.

CLEVELAND, July 16. — The scene 


around the Brown Hoisting and Con- 
veying worfts this morning was a decid- 
edly martial one. Companies F, L and 
I, of theFifth regiment, were encamped 
near the works, and the blue coated 
sentries paced back and forth on beats 
which extended in every direction. 
The strikers and their sympathizers 
collected in crowds and jeered the 
soldiers from a safe distance, bat any 
attempt on the part of the men to ap- 
proach near the works was promptly 
met by pointed bayonets. 


Later a mob of several thousand con- 


gregated ia Hamilton street, a short 
distance from the works, and 
un- 


mercifully jeered the eoldiers 
It was 


dispersed by the police without any 
one being injured. 
The motormen on 


the Cleveland City Railway company, 
whose street line runs near the Brown 
works, re'used to carry non union men 
this morning. 
One motorman left his 


oar when a policeman attempted to 
put a non-u oion man aboard and told 
the patrolman to run the car himself. 
The policeman and his man left the 
car and walked to the works

atiitndo of the strikers and

sympathizers is one o' extreme bitter- 
ness and the authorities express much 
anxiety over the 
situation, and it

Louis, for when the train Btoppei 
there, about S o'clock, there was abou 
200 railway employes on the platform 
who shouted and scrambled to get near 
him. 
Bach one seemed determined to 


shake the hand of the nominee. Then 
there were cries for a speech. In re 
spouse he said: 


"People have a curiosity to see the 


nominee for the presidency and shake 
him by the hand 
I have been there 


myself and crowded around a train to 
shake hands with the nominee, even i 
I did not vote for him. I don't know 
whether here it is all curiosity or not.

I think it is far better 
to take the platform and study it and 
decide whether you like it, and I can 
say to you that Mr. Sewall and mysell 
stand on that platform, and if we are 
elected we will carry it out to the letter.

appointment was the signal for a 
fierce onslaught by the faculty and the 
Berlin press on both Bismarck and hi 
protege.

Schwer inger had done the dis 
graceful thing charged; the record o 
his disgrace w;is to be found in Mu 
nlch's criminal court; but he had re' 
deemed himself by curing Bismarck o 
fatness. For thiis great service his other 
shortcomings sfnould be overlooked. 


So Schweninger's appointment was

most modest social success in the uni- 
versity circle. 
He hel'd fast to Bis- 


marck, however, and Bismarck was not 
squeamish about holding fast to him. 
Since the Prince's retirement from the 
Radziwill 
palace to Friedrichsruh, 


Schweninger has been pvith him most 
of the time. He has watched the old 
Chancellor faithfully, anrT probably but 
for his painstaking ami ceaseless care 
Bismarck would have succumbed ere 
this to any one of three or four dis- 
eases that have plagued him.. But while 
conspicuous for his gratitude to his one 
powerful friend, Schweninger has not 
ceased to distinguish himself for vul- 
garity and impudence. 
Some1 three 


years ago, when Bismarck was ailing 
seriously, Schweninger refused to an- 
swer Emperor William's despatches $t 
inquiry as to the Prince's condition1, 
finally announcing In a newspaper in 
tervicw that ho waa no lackey Or gov 
ernment official to be sending reports 
to Berlin. Later, when Bismarck mado 
his celebrated reconciliation visit in 
Berlin. Schweninger cavorted about in 
print and out in a most preposterous 
fashion. 
He told the newspapers or 


people who tell the newspapers jhat 
the Emperor had insulted him by b&v- 
ing only an ordinary cab at the station 
to convey him, the only Schweninger, 
to tho castle, and by allowing the court 
marshal or chamberlain to assign him 
to a second or third-story room when 
he should have been on the ground 
floor right next to the Prince himself. 


This seemed really to be one of the 


keen sorrows of Schweninger's later 
days—that anybody could ignore so 
completely his great reputation, dig- 
nity, and deserts as to put him in a 
cab and a bedreom off the ground floor. 


The case of Franz von Lenbach

Probably all Germany could be 
searched without the discovery of an- 
other face \vh!ch is such an offence to 
good taste and morality.

H is a sail list, this category of darlt 


deeds and fiendish crimes, whose per- 
petrators have gone unpunished, and It 
offers endless food for serious reflec- 
tion. As you glance over the series of 
unsolved crimes which extends back 
for a period of two years and culmi- 
nates In the death of Mary Cunning- 
ham, 
you find there deeds ot various 


clegiees of horror, ranging from burg- 
lary and theft to bloody murder and 
arson and spreading over the laud from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific. 


Upon more careful scrutiny, however, 


it Is found that a few of these myste- 
lious crimes possess certain attributes 
iu common. The longer you look at 
them the more startling this resem- 
blance becomes, until almost uncon- 
sciously you find that a number of 
these crimes have assumed striking 
prominence before your eyes and stand 
out boldly among tho rest. 


These crimes resemble one another 


most forcibly in this respect—the vic- 
tim of each was a woman who had 
•been strangled to death. And as you 
contemplate the grewsomo array the 
conviction forces itself upon you that 
the murder of the Cunningham girl 
was but a last link in a chain of 
similar crimes indissoluhly connected 
one with the other by the same de- 
tails, the samo methods, the same ap- 
parent lack of motive and, with but 
few exceptions, the character of the 
victim. 
Were all these crimes perpe- 


trated by the same hand? 


Minnie Wsldt. strangled in New 


York, May 30, 1894. Josie 
Bennett, 


strangled In Kuffnlo.June 30,1894. Mary 
Eckhart, strangled in Cincinnati, July 
25, 1894. Lena Tapper, strangled 
in 


Denver, September 27, 1894. 
Marie 


Contassoit, strangled in Denver, Octo- 
ber 2S. 1894. Kiku Oyama, strangled iu 
"Denver, November 13, 1S91. 
Jessie

; These have since been supplemented 
by the strangling of a woman in Bos- 
ton aud the death of Mary Cunningham 
in New York. The list, as you see, is 
well rounded; the first crime was com- 
mitted on Decoration clay, 1894, the last 
on Decoration day. 1896. When will 
the next take place? 


The murder which heads the 
list 


was committed in a bedroom of the flat 
on the second floor of No. 324 East 
Sixty-firststreet,New York.- The apart- 
ment was occupied by t w > young wom- 
en named Minnie Weldt and 
He.lla 


Kahleit. They wore women who had 
reformed and had determined to lead 
a better life. Holla's reformation was 
complete and lasting, but the other 
girl soon grew weary of washing and 
scrubbing, and slowly fell hack into 
her former life. Advertisements' dis- 
tributed 
through 
the 
newspapers 


brought her occasional visitors, whoso 
comings and goings soon ceased to be 
a matter of comment among the neigh- 
bors. On the morning of Decoration 
day, Uo years ago, Hella weut to work 
as usual. A Mrs. Does, who lived on 
the same floor with the young woman, 
saw a young man, fair, clean-shaven 
and well-dressed, standing at their 
door.

by Minnie and the young man entered 
the room. Half an hour later Mrs. 
I3oes saw him come out of the room. 
There had been no noise, no unusual 
sound, no loud talking. As the young 
man passed Mrs. Roes, he was smil- 
ing—a sinister, horrible smile. 


When Holla came home in the even- 


ing sho found her room-mate lying un- 
covered on the floor of the bedroom, 
dead. Around her neck a white hand- 
kerchief— one of her own—had been 
carefully tied in a double knot so tight- 
ly that it was almost buried In 
the 


flesh. She had died of strangulation. 
After the usual amount of sensation 
and excitement the crime was forgotten 
ami today the murderer probably holds 
up his head among men. 


In Buffalo, lived a woman 
named 


Josie Bennett. She was young, and 
rather pretty. She liver! in a furnish- 
ed room house, at No. 226 Elliott street. 
'At I o'clock on the morning of June 30 
of that same year sho waa seen to enter 
this house with a smooth-shaven, well- 
dressed young man. So neat in fact, 
waa his appearance that those who saw 
tho couple were Impressed by the ap- 
parent difference in their condition. A 
hack driver, who frequently visited the 
woman, called there half an hour later, 
but hearing a man's voice, went away, 
and did not return until 9 o'clock In tho 
morning. Then he found her dead. 


The room seemed empty at first, but 


seeing part of a skirt peering 
forth 


from under the bed, he stooped 
and 


found the body. The woman was com- 
pletely dressed. 
Her gown was open 


at the neck ap.d a pillow case, tightly 
knotted, was bound around her throat. 
There were no marks of violence upon 
her, and no signs of a struggle. No 
trace of tue young man who had been 
seen with her was ever found. 


The next crime occurred less tlian a 


month later. On July 25, this myste- 
rious criminal strangled a woman In 
Cincinnati. She lived alone in a small 
room at No. 202 Walnut treet Early 
on the morning of July 25 she was seen 
to go into this room with a young 
man, who. In a vague way, answered 
the description of the suspect In th* 


JOSH; UHNNBTT. 


bfr 20. 
A neighbor passing the house 


at 1 o'clock In the morning, noticed that 
the lights wore out. Early in the inorn- 
iilS of September 27, DeMaudy found 
tho woman dead. The body lay upon 
the bed. with tho upturned face and 
bosom covered with bruises. When at 
last the woman 
became unconscious 


the strangler searched through the 
dras\ers of her bureau until he found 
an old cloth which ho twisted Into a 
rope and tied with deathly tightness 
around her neck. Whether he remain- 
ed to listen to her expiring heart beats, 
or to watch the transition from 
uu- 


coiifciousness to death, was never 
known. 


The next victim was Mnrle Contas- 


solt, a woman of the same stamp. She 
was last seen alive at 1:30 a. m. on Oc- 
tober 2S. When thoy next saw her, she 
was lying on her bed, in her 
night 


gown, with a pillow over her face. Upon 
removing the pillow, it wns seco that 
the woman had been strangled, first by 
a man's lingers, aud then by a small 
cord, tightly tied around her neck. She 
had been a woman of slight physique, 
and the strangler had had no difficulty 
in silencing her, for there was not 
the slightest sign of a struggle. Many 
arrests were made, but no 
evidence 


could be found agauist pny of the pris- 
oners. The wietched denizens of the 
street were almost paralyzed with ter- 
ror. They could not fly, for they had 
no other home. Dumbly, they waited, 
wondering who the next victim would 
be. They had not long to wait. Six- 
teen days later, at 2 o'clock 
in the 


morning, Kiku Oyainn, a young Jap- 
anese girl who had come to 
Denver 


from the World's fair,-was found stran- 
gled in her room, at No. 1967 Market 
street. She too, had struggled in the 
murderer's grasp and had compelled 
him to exert all his force. 
He 
had 


found it necessary to encircle her throat 
with both his hands and press 
her 


head against the edge of the bed with 
such force as to make a deep bruise 
iu the center of her forehead. When 
she became unconscious, he took 
a 


Turkish towel and twined it tightly 
around her neck. 


For several months after that every 


house ou Market street was carefully 
watched, and every man who came and 
went was under the surveillance of tho 
police. But there was no longer need 
of his zeal. The strangler had left 
Denver, For nearly a year, he remain- 
ed quiet. The theory has been advanc- 
ed that this man belonged to the crim- 
inal class, and that his months of quiet- 
ness were spent in prison for other 
offenses. In December of 1895, he turn- 
ed up In San Francisco, where, on the 
22d, he strangled Jessie Williams. This 
murder and the two that followed it 
within three months are still fresh In 
the minds of all newspaper readers, 
and it Is unnecessary to go into the de- 
tails. Nor is It necessary to do more 
than refer to tho strangling of Mary 
Cunningham and the Boston woman, 
both of them crimes without motive 
nnd similar, In almost every detail, to 
those described above. 
Enough has 


been shown to demonstrate the 
fact 


thai all these crimes have sufficient 
points iu common to afford ground for 
the conclusion that thoy aro the work 
of the same hand. 


Whether the stranglor who Is still at 


large, is a madman. Irresponsible for 
his outbursts of Insanity, or whether he 
belongs to that class of perverts thit 
find delight in the shedding of innocent 
blood, no one can say. He Is a danger- 
ous man, and It Is devoutly to be hoped 
that h^ wlll_ne_ver_bo heard of nzain

Miners Arrive la the City. 


They Are Soliciting Aid—A Meeting or 


the Trades mid Labor Council 


failed to Hear Ttietu. 


Every reader of THE SENTISBL is more 


or lees familiar with the struggle that 
has been going on between the miners 
and mine owners of Indiana. 
The 


mine owners of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania advanced wage* from nine to 
fifteen cents per ton, but instead of (an 
advance in Indiana, the miners here 
were mot with a reduction of 8 per 
cent. Since May 1st the miners have 
been idle, resisting what they sincerely 
think is an unjust and uncalled for 
reduction. 
The miners are holding up 


with heroic courage, for they are penni- 
less, the low wages and slack work of 
the past two years giving them no 
opportunity to prepare for trouble, and 
their employers are patiently awaiting 
the day when starvation will compel 
them to surrender. 


It is for the purpose of presenting 


these facts to the laboring men that 
John Gore and Alfred Watkins, of 
Rosedale. Parke county, are in the 
city; and th*y will solicit aid for the 
Buttering strikers. 
These gentlemen 


bear credentials from President W. G 
Knight and Secretary J. A. Kennedy, 
of the Union Mine Workers of America 
President Koch and Secretary Henoh, 
of the Trades and Labor council, have 
called a special meeting of that organi- 
zation for tomorrow evening, at Sons of 
Freedom hall, to hear Measra Gore and 
Walking on the matter and take such 
steps as are deemed advisable. 


The impression seems to be general 


throughout the country that miners, as 
a class, earn good wages and receive 
steady work. If this were the case 
they would not now be compelled to 
appeal for aid. The truth is, the Indiana 
miner.) for the past two years have 
worked on an average of 180 days per 
year; their gross earnings have been 
about 1275 per year, and their expenses 
about as follows: 
House rent, $60; 


powder, $36; oil, $12; tools and black- 
smithing, $12; total expenses, $120; 
net earnings, about $155, besides in 
mwt cases tha miner is expected t 
trade his wages out in a compair 
store, where prices are at least 25 p»; 
cent, higher than in other stores It h 
does not do this he is generally given 
a po'ite hint to seek work elsewhere.
